through which the world is pass- 
ing. 

The year was marked by the in- 
auguration of a new governor, 
Major General Edward Martin, 
who succeeded Arthur H. James, 
on January 19. The inaugural 
ceremonies were scheduled to take 
place in Harrisburg on the steps 
leading to the plaza in front of 
the main capitol building but be- 
cause of inclement weather, they 
were moved to the Forum in the 
Education Building. 

The 135th regular session of the 
General Assembly convened Janu- 
ary 5 and adjourned May 8. It was 
the first time since the war of 
1812 that the State's General As- 
sembly began its regular session 
while the nation was at war with 
a foreign power. In the session of 
1943. a total of 1.747 bills were in- 
troduced. 635 by the Senate and 
1.112 by the House. A total of 500 
bills were passed and of these. 460 
were approved by the Governor. 

Pennsylvania's industries kept 
turning out a record production 
of manufactured articles through- 
out the year. In addition to the 
large volume of major war supply 
contracts which were awarded 
prior to 1943. several billion dol- 
lars worth of war contracts were 
assigned to Pennsylvania manu- 
facturers during the first nine 
months of the year. If the awards 
continue at the same rate during 
the last three months of the year, 
the total amount of these con- 
tracts assigned to Pennsylvania 
since June 1940 will amount to 
well over 10 billions of dollars. 
While Pennsylvania is proud of 
her contribution for the winning 
of the war, she is ever looking for- 
ward to the time when her great 
industrial might can be turned to 
the making of peacetime goods.
